The continuation of this schedule that has been followed the past three years 
ig made necessary by continued shortage of thoroughly experienced help.

In milder 
climates they may be set during the period from September to late April or May. 
Biennials will usually bloom one year only, then unless they volunteer must be 
reset. Perennials will flower for several seasons without resetting and many of 
them live quite a long period.

; For the finest Pansy beds next spring plant them this fall if you are in a 
climate where minimum temperatures do not drop below 10 above zero without 
snow or even if it goes below zero with snow. Pansies are very hardy if given a 
bit of protection such as evergreen boughs, light brush or a light straw mulch 
and will stand sub zero temperatures without injury. It is in these early plantings 
that the earliest show beds are produced. In a climate where the temperature does 
not go below 20 degrees above no protection is needed and in warmer localities 
Pansies should be grown as a winter flowering plant where they give a grand 
display of color during the entire winter. While usually treated as annuals garden- 
ers often miss their best performance by not growing them more as perennials. They 
are just as hardy as Primroses, Carnations, Delphinium and many other plants 
commonly planted in the fall.
